No 
Ode supposes thBt lue music, nr lha dec.org- 
tions, or the gns, or room rent, is to be had 
gratuitously, but the printer is, as a matter 
of course, to give, fur oothitm lh> t which he 
lives by, as ottier rnen live by the profits of 
their trades. W e set outselvea acainsi this 
moda of proceeding. Voluntary contribu- 
tions should come from newspaper proprie- 
tors oo the same terms as from other people 
according to their ability and their will 
But business should be treated on business 
principles, It is very rare iDut pub'io ob- 
jects do not derive much advantugo from 
newspaper assistance in these columns where 
matter appears without charge. It is loo 
much to expect more from tbem. — Montreal

his hands on the inevitable gutta-porcha 
while groping for tho jewelled cup, Ha?~ 
ing submerged Time under tho billows 
of tbo Atlantic, tho seienco-nion wont 
on 'o demolish Space, and tho leagues 
of prairie, snow and wasto that lie bo* 
tween tho Missouri and the Pacific, 
The neighing of tho steam-horso, as he 
careered madly across the continent 
seemed likely to scare romance from its 
lust and salest refuge, Rival railway 
companies concerted an invasion of the 
hnppy homo of hyperbole, where tbo 
unsophisticated children of nature revel 
in funcios as f'reo as their institutions 
and manners, imagination limitless as 
their pluins, talk tall aB thoir moun- 
tains, imngoiy copious as their river", 
and humor stimulating as their salt" 
licks. On Saturday wo republished 
from tho London Times a letter wbicb, 
if all have not rend all would do well to 
read. Tho writer forecasts a great rev- 
olution in marine locomotion. Iron is to 
take the pbee ot wood, iiud steam is to 
take tho place of wind. The ccean car- 
rying trade of the world is to bo per- 
formed by iron screw ftcaiuers. The 
great Cluvolaud seam, in Yorkshire, is 
to yield its 6ve ihousoud million tons of 
ironstone, tliirt-y"lliree per cent, metal 
lio iron, and England is to become the 
shipyard of the woild. Now all this is 
marvellous, but it is not unreasonable, 
Nay, it is morally certain that such a 
revolution is close at hand. Even now 
wo see the old ocean trade round the 
Cape of Good Hope ihiuuteued by tho 
Suez Canal, and that round Capo Horn 
equally jeopardised by tbo Darien Cu- 
nal, and still more effectually by our 
own Northwest passage, «o long and 
eagerly sought, and so simply found. 
And this brings us to a part of tbo subject 
peculiarly interesting to us. To no 
conntiy in tho world can this new con- 
dition of things suggest moro moment- 
ous inlorests than to British Columbia. 
If England has her Cleveland seam ot 
ironstone, wo bavo oar mountains ol 
that stone, yielding at loast twice the 
porccntnge of metallic iron. But, what 
is, perhaps of greator, certainly of 
moro immediate importance, wo possess 
a monopoly ot good harbors and good 
coal ou tho North I'acifio. Wo hold in 
our hand the key to the great North- 
west PasBsge. 'The influence of a na- 
tion,' said Napoleon after fifteen years 
of Sovereign", 'doporda upon tho 
number of men it is able to put undor 
arms'— a doctrine which, if accepted, 
means the ago of conquest is not over, 
that the ruinous competition cf arma. 
meats must continue until every civiliz- 
ed subject is a drilled soldier. *I 
notice,' said t ho man who made Prussia, 
'that God is uBiiully found on tbo side 
of the big battalions.' For our part, 
we believo tbo era of 'big battalions' 
is passing away— giving pluco to that 
of scion tiGc conquest, when 'man run* 
neth to and fro, and knowledge incroas- 
• etb;' and wo venture to think that hore- 
aflor God will usually bo found ou tho 
side oi big coal-measures and ironstone 
mountains. These depoaits of nature 
aio destined to become tho great din- 
tribaters of power, tho arbiters of 
peaco o" war, tho touchstone of national 
greatness, In ibis view, what a glori- 
ous future opens up beluro as ! Great 
Britain in Europe, with her boundloss 
coalBtores and her pructically itiexhuus* 
tablo Cleve'and seam of ironstono, still 
bupremo in her manufactures and com- 
merce. Tho Greater Britain of Am- 
erica, with hor Northwest Passage, and 
With her iron aud coal upon the two 
great oceans I It only remains for tho 
Mother Country to realize the magni- 
tude of hor position and her duty, and 
to deal with the young empire in u spirit 
of appreciative liberality, and enlighten- 
ed enterprise, in order to secure for these 
two kindred powers a proud pre-emin- 
ence under tho coming dispensation — 
tho oi a of coal aud of iron.

DELAYED DISPATCHES 

Basteru states. 

Washington, Deo. 5— Ganeral Sbermao 
in bis report, which will ho sibmitted to 
Congress Monday, opposes any lurihor re- 
duction of the army. He suyB thu entire 
iirmj is on duty aod ho has constant calls 
for 111 ro troops, which Cannot be granted 
He calls tbe ['resident's earnest atteulion to 
ibis matter, that Cougress may be appealed 
to, not to diminish tho military establish- 
ment. He urges the unsettled character ol 
a large region measured North South, East 
and West hy thousands ol miles, tho noln of 
Indians who inhabit, and ibe growing neces- 
sity lor ullording greater protection to tbe 
roals that iravrrse (hut region, and the 
mining and aurieulturtil intorusia therein. 
While tho nation at lurge is at peace, u 
bta'tb' of quusl war continues to eiiat ovtr 
half its oxtent and the troops therein aro ei- 
poHCd to labor, murder, fights and dingers 
thai amount 10 war, The withdrawing or 
largfly deroinlsbing of theso trcops in the 
Indian couuiry, as wall as iu soino porta of 
Iho Soulborn Status, would, ho boiievus, re- 
sult in a coudit:on of thing! amounting to 
anarchy- He refers to the labors and ex- 
posurc of ollieors aud moo, and hopes thai 
they will receive asauranoea io which tbey 
are fairly entitled, ihat their labors aie appre- 
ciated! Oliicera have been required 10 pe> 
lorm duties as Indinn Agents, tjiovornorf, 
Sheriffs, etc., fi reign to their military train- 
ing, and havo dmio ihuuo dutw's without 
murmur and with marked intelligence. Ha 
says he baa nuvor kriowT ollicers s> poor, 
but thoy hope that by thu appreciation 01 
ourroncy thnt their compensations will be- 
come more sali>factory . Any diminution 
ot their pay would result iu a loss to '.ho ser- 
vicu or ovtry good officer, and lo the damage 
of tho army itself, Ho advi.»es the adop ion 
by Congriias of now army regulations os 
prepared by the special board ot odioers. 

In roferiing to Iho army cooBolidaiion he 
sayB : 'There are 609 unattached officers ol 
whom lf>G are awai ing orders. The number 
of retired officers is 1 72. He urges that the 
cavalry and artillery regiments be officered 
alike in regimental and company organiza- 



tions, and he asks for cavalry companies. He 
urges that it is aojiiai that the reduoiion of 
tbe array should full oxolueively upon the 
infantry arm of tho service and recornonds 
that after Congress baa enaoted oocessary 
laws, tho President assemble a board of 
disinterested general ollicers to whom shull 
he committed the whola matter of reduction 
and reorgauizition. Hooornmonta upon what 
ho calls the absurdily olthe Slaffol'tbe Army 
making their report to tho Seorelary of War. 
It ihis is continued, belays, wo have the 
absurdity ot a General commaudiDg the army 
with bis chief stall officers reporting to 
somebody else. He hopus for legislutiou 
tbat will allow rffioora of the army to cull 
upon the General fot troops instead of the 
President and advocalos lhat the lorls cover- 
ing the oities of Portland, Buston, New i'oik, 
Pniladelphia, Baltimore, New Orh.aos uud 
Suu Franoi»co be completed as soon us pos- 
sible. Lie calls attention to the earnest re- 
commendation of Gen. Thomas lhat the seal 
islands ol Aluska, St. Pauls and St. George 
bo sold to the highem bidder. He is inform- 
ed tbat parties in San Francisco are ready 
to bid several mi liuna of dollars, which bo 
says would ro far toward ind-emuilyiug the 
government, lor othorwiso it is a poor sod 
costly country. 

MisEiUBt.K Deaths. — Oo Wednesday, 
anionic a batch of inquests which Dr Lan- 
keBtcr hold ut Ihe College Arm?, Camden 
Town, were two upon men ol high acquire- 
ments — one of whom, a professor ot modem 
lant;uugus, died from tho clients of ^oison, 
and tho Hebrew echolur, a'atsd to be a grad- 
uate of a University, died from tho effects ol 
long cotniuued (tirvatiou. The first cane 
was lhat ol llonuld Douglas alias Ronuld 
Campbell, the first name having been given 
aud llic secoud ultenvards substituted, 'i'he 
brother ol tho deceasod mao, Fraser Camp- 
bull, slated that the deceased had been a 
piulunaor of modern languages at Paris and 
alsowhera uud was acquainted with eigln 
living lumjuages, io all ot which he oould 
converso aud coriespond, aod indeed he had 
odilod papers iu all. Ronald was 28 years 
of ago und lor many years had so accustomed 
himsell to take opium that ho could lake oil 
an ounce at a draught. Ha bad alio taken 
lo tho habit ol disking prusric acid and 
carried a botile ot it ubuut with hiui. On 
Monday mgrit 00 oomine to Ibeir lodgings— 
(or the t-vo brothers were lodging together — 
Eraser beard his brother pouring cut Ihe 
pros-iic acid into a ulaas — common practice 
witn him — and h u , although somewhat iu- 
loxicuted, thought too much was botog 
poured oul and told Kona'ld to take cure. 
Tho reply the deceased made was some- 
thing to the ellect inat he had taken ououjjh 
in kill himocll and lie added a farewell. 
F.-a.-er at unce called for assisiauce. .Merli- 
ual ullen iauco was called, but all to no pu:- 
poiie, (or he died Boon after inking i!. In 
ereBi-exaniioation the wnntss said ho hud 
boun oul with thu deceased all d <y and Ihe 
filler had not laken much drink, though bo 
himself bad tikeu sutficient to reodor him 
he 0x1 Lined somewhat cloudy iu bis under- 
standing, lie declared lhat ihe dioeased 
knew what ho was about, lor ho was always 
talking of committing suicide. He was in 
pecuniary and utner diliicultiei, being separ- 
ated Iron) his wife und having tailed in some 
undertaking! abroad, but ho could hare 
continued in good omploymont in the Eus- 
ton road if he had been so inclined. Othei 
evideocs was called and Iho jury returned a 
veic'ijl ol 'Suicide while labouring under 
temporary iosanity.' 

The second case was lhat of Low b 
Browne, aged 4S. Tbis poor man lodged 
in a hou-e io Aldeoham street, Hampstead 
road, and bad formerly paid 2s a week, but 
of late hi' landlady had taken no rent, ami 
had supplied him wi h food. He fud be n 
a sotio.dunis'er or tutor, but h a occi p itioti 
Irom some UOeXplui led cauus, ban gone, 
He did loins porter's woik ut 8s per week, 
hut being unable to contiuua ihai, he ap- 
r ,l 1C cl for o„i.,) 00 r reliet ut Si PancruS where 
ihoy g ive him, it was staled Dy nn land- 
lady, a day's work nt oukum-pibking, und Ibe 
unaccustomed lubur from 7 iu the morning 
until 6 at night brought him 3d. He did 
not go a second timo, hut existed miserably 
for a lew weeks more. Mrs Jenkins und Mr 
Christian — ihu firet his landlady and the 
second a gentleman who ui. d to meet the 
deceased iu ihe British Mussum Library — 
gave him ar-sisiance, but ut length be went 
into ibe workhouse. Ho was Been by Dr 
Hill, tho medical officer of the body ol lh» 
bouse, "ho administered restorative , but tbe 
poor fellow w.is too far cone und died three 
days ult-;r *ards really of tho olkcis of starva- 
tion. I be Coroner commented on the dis 
tretsii g nature of the case, and a verdict in 
accordance with the medical testimony waj 
returned. Tbe people who, as far as they 
possibly could, had made themselves the 
Iriends ol ibis poor man, li turly complained 
that by tho '.rules and regulation- ' of St 
Paooras Woikhou-e they had boi-n relu-ed 
tbe priv lege of seeing tbo deceased ia li'e.
